Renewal Decision 
Is Up to Aldermen 


Just at the time when Atlanta’s long- 
delayed urban renewal program seemed 
about to get under way, a new threat ap- 
pears which could defeat the entire effort 
of the city to get rid of its shameful and 


disgraceful slums and all the evils that go 
with them. 


In a move which imperils the whole 
24-million-dollar program, the U.S. Pub- 
lic Housing Administration has ordered 
all work and planning stopped on two 
apartment projects totaling 1,000 units 
because .of zoning disputes. 

The projects are part of the package 
plan for relocating some 10,000 families 
to be displaced in the renewal program. 
Satisfactory relocation is a prerequisite to 
federal participation as it certainly should 
be. 


Principal point of contention is a pro- 
posed rezoning of the old Henrietta Egles- 
ton Hospital property on Forrest Road, 
NE, from light industrial to apartment 
house use. Having been assured the re- 
zoning would be a routine matter by the 
planning board, the Atlanta Housing Au- 
authority purchased the property some 
time ago for a multi-unit low rental 
apartment building in an area which pri- 
marily is Negro residential property. The 
project was included in Atlanta’s urban 
renewal plan for relocation of about 
350 families within the area. 


Belatedly certain groups now have or- 
ganized to put pressure on the Board of 
Aldermen to block the rezoning. Success 
of their efforts, according to the hous- 
ing authority and Mayor Hartsfield, 
could spell doom to one of the most im- 
portant programs in Atlanta’s history. 
These efforts, therefore, must not suc- 
ceed. The public good must come first. 

One of the most difficult of all prob- 
lems in trying to get urban renewal off 
the ground has been that of relocation. 
First there was opposition to 221 housing. 
This opposition favored public housing 
to keep displaced families in their old lo- 
cations. Now there are objections to a 
mere 1,000 public housing units in At- 
lanta’s plan to control the frictions which 
have plagued so many cities. 

The alternative to urban renewal and 
planned housing is the progressive spread 
of blight and even chaos. It is to permit 
greed and our tremendous social and gov- 
ernmental problems to multiply. It means 
a continued flight to the suburbs and de- 
cay of the downtown area. 

Would those who oppose these proj- 
ects be willing to accept responsibility 
for perpetuation of slums and death to ur- 
ban renewal to gain their own selfish 
ends? They may be but final responsi- 
bility rests with the Board of Aldermen, 
whose members have an obligation to act 
in the best interests of all Atlanta regard- 
less of “ward courtesy.”

Misrepresenting themselves as stu- 
dents, orphans or disabled veterans, they 
are out to bilk housewives through the 
sales of articles that will never be de- 
livered or through appeals for contribu- 
tions to nonexistent causes. 


Dr. Walter H. Thiele, manager of the 
Atlanta VA Hospital, has issued a pub- 
lic reminder stating that the VA does not 
endorse any product, project, or com- 
mercial endeavor for the profit of indi- 
viduals, organizations or corporations, nor 
does it endorse collections for its hos- 
pitals. 


J. W. Stephens, manager of the At- 
lanta Better Business Bureau, warned 
against unauthorized magazine sales- 
men. This is an old racket that not only 
cheats purchasers but also makes the go- 
ing all the harder for legitimate salesmen 
registered with the bureau. 

The best way to avoid being played 
for a sucker when a slick-talking or sym- 
pathy-seeking salesman calls at your door 
is to ask for his identification and cre- 
dentials and check them with the-Better 
Business Bureau.

An announcement concerning the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Marietta puts the em- 
phasis on the “National.” 

By congressional approval in 1958, 
headstones are being provided to com- 
memorate Americans missing in action, 
_.those whose bodies have never been 
found. 

The stones, flanking the flagstaff in 
the cemetery, wil] bear the names and 
units of the missing. The word “Memo- 


riam” on each stone will mean that the 
body is not there. 


But the stone and the plot will be a 
place to which the kinfolk of the missing 
now can go, in loving memory. 

Families of the missing are invited to 
ask for one of the headstones. 


The plan is a laudable one. 


And we hope it will help allay the 
feeling that National Memorial Day is a 
“Yankee Day” dedicated only to the 
memory of federals who fought in the 
Civil War. 

In the cemetery at Marietta are the 
graves of veterans from all wars, with 
more and more interments now from 
World War I and II and Korean War 
rosters. 

Southerners should, and will, 
special commemoration April 26. 

All Americans should join hands and 
hearts in honor and memory on May 30 
at shrines like the National Cemetery in 
Marietta.

To Sir Winston at 85 


When the history of the Twentieth 
Century finally is written, the name of 
one man will stand out among the great- 
est of many great men. It will be a sym- 
bol of dogged courage, intellectual hon- 
esty, inspiring leadership and fighting 
spirit.

Reaches 179 Million 


The Bureau of the Census informs us 
that we now have reached a population 
total of 179 million in the United States. 
At the time the new Republic was formed 
there were but a few more than two mil- 
lion persons strung along the Eastern 
Seaboard. At the time the Civil War was 
fought the population was about 30 mil- 
lion.

An immigrant arrives every one and 
one half minutes.

Every morning we have almost 8,000 
new residents. 

The Chinese do even better. There are 
about 650 million of them. Red China’s 
population increases more than 20 mil- 
lion per year. They will very soon have 
more than a billion persons. 

It is no wonder that birth control pro- 
grams are being recommended, partic- 
ularly to Asian nations where the rate 
is greatest. Poor old earth already shows 
signs of being crowded. In 20 more years 
the increase will make population really 
a problem. And what about a century 
from now? And later?

WASHINGTON—There is one thing we better 
get clear right off so that there is no doubt 
The American government and the 


about it: 


American people do not accept the Soviet proposition that ending 
the cold war means closing off free speech. 


We do not accept the proposi- 
tion that every time the Soviets 
want to soft-pedal a past and con- 
tinuing crime and immobilize the 
United Nations all it has to do is 
raise its hand in mock pain and 
say: “Oh, no, you mustn't dis- 
cuss that matter, that would vio- 
late the ‘spirit of Camp David.’ ”’ 

That isn’t what peaceful co- 
existence means to us. 

My own feeling is that Ambas- 
sador Henry Cabot Lodge bril- 
liantly and decisively nipped this 
Soviet tactic in the bud. at the 
United. Nations last week. The 
whole incident was a very good 
case study of how the Soviets aim 
to turn ‘peaceful coexistence” 
into a massive sleeping pill for 
the whole non-Communist world. 

Here is the way it went: 

A year ago the United Nations 
directed Sir Leslie Munroe, for- 
mer president of the General As- 
sembly and former head of the 
New Zealand delegation, to gather 
information of what was trans- 
piring in Hungary in view of the 
fact that the Communist regime 
in Hungary had ignored all U.N. 
resolutions and in view of the 
fact that executions, terror and 
repression were known to be con- 
tinuing. . 

Sir Leslie prepared his report 
from a variety of diplomatic 
sources inside and outside Hun- 
gary and from refugee and intel- 


ligence sources. The promised 
withdrawal of Soviet troops has 
not taken place. Executions con- 
tinue and others are in prospect. 

Sir Leslie asked the General 
Assembly to schedule a debate on 
“the Hungarian question’ in the 
hope that it may stay the hand 
of the executioner. 

And what was the position of 
the chief Soviet delegate to the 
United Nations, Vasily V. Kuznet- 
sov? Well, Kuznetsov showed how 
the Soviets want to use ‘‘peaceful 
coexistence’’ as a means of quash- 
ing even peaceful discussion of un- 
palatable Soviet actions. He bland- 


‘ly argued that any discussion of 


Hungary ‘“‘would be against the 
spirit of Camp David,” that it 
would “‘turn the clock back” and 
“undo” the. good things Khru- 
shchev was doing to end the cold 
war, 

Ambassador Lodge was not 
taken in by this purposeful effort 
to turn “‘the spirit of Camp David”’ 
into American acceptance of So- 
viet aggression in Hungary. 
“Nothing. happened at Camp. 
David,”’ (the scene of the Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchey talks) he said, 
“which requires us to condone 
evil. on 

“Nothing happened at Camp 
David which requires us to pass 
by in silence on the other side of 
the street when a brutality has 
been committed.”

WASHINGTON—Though it is being played 
down here and in London, the plain fact is 
this: The summit conference that was going to | 4 
be held no later than this spring is receding farther and farther into 


the distance. The West is no longer in a panting sprint to go meet 


Soviet Dictator Khrushchev. 

And every day’s delay means a 
growing possibility that the sum- 
mit may not come off at all. 


there is fortunately one harden- 
ing certainty. If and when the 
free world’s leaders do gather 
with old Khrushchev, they should 
gather in far stronger circum- 
stances than had the meeting 
come off on schedule. 


To have met so early — that 
is, at any time within the next 
few months — would surely have 
been full of danger for us. The 
bald truth is that Khrushchev 
scored a monumental propaganda 
triumph in his tour here of some 
weeks ago. The bad effects — for 
us — have yet fully to wear off. 
Many in both public and private 
life were at first all too en- 
thusiastic about uncle Nikita. 


They were about ready to sign 
any document offered by him 
without looking at the fine print. 
This happy view is slowly being 
driven out by the cold, cold facts 
of common sense. Ultimately the 
facts may altogether have over- 
taken the unwise hopes of yester- 
day. 

Too, the essential power of the 
West has actually been on a de- 
cline rather than a rising arc. 
The West’s one military shield, 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization, is in a bad way. Its most

Minutes Topple 
Miles as Gauge 


How big is our country? One man’s answer 
to that recently was, ‘‘It is five bours wide and 
two hours deep.’’ I thought of that the other day 


acknowledged as much in private. 
NATO's whole strength has lain 
in the promise that in that al- 
liance it would be all for one and 
one for all. 

Any hurried summit meeting 
would have been an unintentional 
dagger’s thrust at this concept of 
the unity of the small with the 
large. For any summit confer- 
ence by definition must mean 
some degree of exclusion of the 
smaller Western allies; the whole 
purpose of summit diplomacy is 
for talks only between the biggest 
of powers. 

Again, therefore, the longer the 
fateful summit is delayed the 
greater the chance to consult ad- 
equately with, and possibly to 
soothe, our smaller allies. 


Moreover, the West has other~ 


difficulties. Europe has fallen into 
two competing trade blocs. There 
is the common market group 
made of the inner six continental 
powers revolving around France. 
And there is the outer seven 
group, predominantly Northern 
European, to which Britain has 
now adhered. This is bread - and- 
butter competition within the 
heart of NATO itself. For Europe 
is, of course, that heart. 

The obvious need, therefore, is 
time before the West confronts 
Khrushchev at any kind of sum- 
mit whatever — time to restore 
our defensive military alliance. 
Time to try some tidying up of 
the economic rivalries among the 
Western allies.

Navy Balloonist 


Hurt in Landing 


BLAINE, Kan. ‘UPI)—A huge 
balloon carried two men 13 miles 
into the sky for a closer look at 


the planet Venus Sunday and 
then crash-landed in a Kansas 
field, injuring one of them. 


Cmdr. Malcolm Ross, a veteran 
Navy balloonist, was hurt when 
the gondola ripped loose from the 
plastic balloon and struck a fence 
on a country road. 


Ross was flown by helicopter to 
Schilling Air Force Base at Sa- 
lina, Kan., where the extent of 


his injuries was to be determined. 


His one-man crew on the flight 
was Dr. Charles B. Moore. a 
Cambridge, Mass., scientist. who 
made the journey to take pictures 
of Venus, which is scarcely visi- 
ble through a telescope from the 
earth. 


Moore said after landing that 
he and Ross peered through a 16- 
inch telescope at the planet, 


which is slightly smaller than the | 


earth and is one of the most mys- 


terious objects in the sky because | 


of a cloud Jayer that hides its 


surface from the view of earth- 


lings.

create. “What you have to do is 
get extremely extensive use of 
the land,” Hammer says. “And 
open up the city.” 


Opening up downtown is a fa- 
vorite objective of planners and 
architects. Trees along down- 
town streets, little islaruis of 
flowers and shrubs, the argu- 
ment goes, make downtowii nore 
amenable to human beings. 
“Amenity is the key word,” says 
Henry Toombs, the architect 
whose firm built Lenox Square. 


Several years ago Toombs de- 
signed a Peachtree City, a to- 
tally new idea for Atlanta, He 
urges the use of such nonurban 
ideas as greenery and open 
spaces. Now and then he gets to 
put his ideas to work, on a small 
scale. 


Anyone who has ever chanced 
to walk along Marietta street by 
the Federal Reserve parking ga- 
rage has been treated to a little 
peek into the future. There, on 
either side of the entrance to the 
garage, are two plots of grass, 
about 15 feet square. In each is a 
pin oak, a pyracantha and other 
shrubs.
